GENEVA, Sept. 13 — (UP) _ 


China protested formally today to 
the League of Nations against Ja- 
pan's invasion. 


"Japan has invaded China and 


is continuing the invasion with all 
her army, navy and air force," the 
appeal said. 


China invoked Articles X, XI 


and XVII of the league covenant 
against Japan. 


Article X provides that the 


league shall preserve against ex- 
ternal aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity any political independence 
of league members. Article XI de- 
clares that any threat of war is a 
matter of concern to the league 
and that the league shall take ac- 
tion to safeguard peace. 
Article 


XVII invites non-members — like 
Japan to be represented at any 
hearing of appeals like the present 
one by a league member.

COLUMBUS, Sept. 13—(UP)— 


A dozen Ohio cities and towns will 
come to grips with the half-billion 
dollar Columbia Gas & Electric 
Corp. before the state public utili- 
ties commission here to morrow. 


The occasion will be the reopen- 


ing of hearings on Columbus gas 
rates, which have been the subject 
of litigation before the utility reg- 
ulation body or the courts, in one 
form of another, since 1924. 


By order of 
the 
commission, 


other cities whose pending rate 
cases involve charges for gas de- 
livered by the Ohio Fuel Gas Co. 
or other Columbia subsidiaries 
have been made parties to the ac- 
tion. 


These municipalities, which are 


entitled to representation by coun- 
sel at the proceedings opening to- 
morrow are Toledo, Elyria, Parma, 
Norwalk, Lorain, Franklin, Middle- 
town, Springfield, 
Logan, 
Dela- 


ware, and Malta. 


The commission's purpose in or- 


dering this partial consolidation of 
the cases is to make applicable to 
the other cities the testimony of- 
fered in the Columbus case as a 
basis for setting fair "gate rates" 
— the wholesale price of gas de- 
livered at the city's edge. 


The only point left for individual 


determination with regard to each 
city then will be the allowance for 
distribution costs within the city. 
Adding the gate rate and the dis- 
tribution allowance, the commis- 
sion will arrive at a retail rate for 
each city. 


Ultimately the present proceed- 


ings will affect gas rates in every 
Ohio community served by Colum- 
bia gas lines. Thus indirectly in- 
volved, although not parties to this 
case, are many other cities in the 
Columbia territory, which stretch- 
es from Cleveland suburbs and 
Toledo on the north down through 
central, western and southeastern 
Ohio to the' Ohio river.

DANCER CHARGES

Saturday night and they stopped 
near his studio for drinks. It was 
while they were drinking, she said, 
that he remembered he had some 
important papers that he wanted 
from his office. 


"We went to the office, but he 


couldn't find the papers," Miss Lee 
said. "Then he came up behind me 
and put his arms around me. I 
asked him to take me home. Some- 
thing hit me on the back of the 
head and I lost consciousness. 


"I woke up on the davenport. I 


was nude. I fought him and ran to 
the 'phone and called police. 


"He came toward me and I hit 


him with the telephone. There was 
blood all over him in a minute and 
he ran from the office. I think he 
got in his car and drove away. My 
clothes were in shreds, but I put on 
my slacks and went down towards 
the gate. Then the police came.

DEPARTMENT OVERHAULED 


WASHINGTON—From an exterior view- 


point, the Department of State is a 


sedate and solemn institution swinging 
doors of the saloon variety, and its bat- 
tery of antiquated cannon which glower 
upon the passing public. 


Inside, however, the Department is not 


so forbidding. It stands on far less cere- 
mony than any foreign office of Europe. Its 
bureaucrats are not as unfriendly as they 
look. And the Negro messengers, who stu- 
dy law in its corridors, are permitted to re- 
ceive their clients and render eloquent le- 
gal advice, between carrying code mess- 
ages upon which may hang world peace. 


On the whole the machinery of foreign 


affairs has functioned with reasonable ef- 
ficiency. But in the last few years there 
has been a noticeable increase in the self- 
contentment and red-tape rustiness which 
always accumulates, like barnacles, around 
any departmental ship not put regularly 
into dry-dock. 


Recently, however, the Department of 


State has been given one of the most thor- 
ough overhaulings of its staid existence, 
and this house-cleaning—as differentiated 
from the shake-up of the career service— 
has done it a world of good.

food in any system of weights.

machine

grams can be obtained In any phy- 
sician's supply house and many 
drug stores. The diabetic himself 
or herself should weigh his or her 
own food for a month In order to 
learn 
what 
portions 
of 
what 


weigh how much. 


System Is Puzzling 


The housewife, however, isn't 


used to grams and if she calls up 
the druggist, as she Is apt to do, 
to get light on what a gram is, 
she will be told in apothecaries' 
measure, 
which is different 
in 


many respects from avoirdupois 
measure which the grocer uses, 
and In which body weight is meas- 
ured In American households. 


So in translating cast apothe- 


caries' weight aside and use avoir- 
dupois equivalents, as follows:

Damage Terrible 


The sights that may be seen 


from Shanghai rooftops today are 
more terrible than any of this 
long terrible battle. Whole vill- 
ages have crumbled into blacken- 
ed dust. At points all over the 
wide battle front, great sheets of 
flame burst one after the other in 
the air and the clouds of black 
smoke that follow blot out whole 
sections of a countryside that a 
few weeks ago was a picture of 
beauty and quiet. 


The Chinese withdrawal was or- 


dered last night when, the fight 
for Shanghai 
a 
stalemate, the 


army's German advisers demand- 
ed flatly that 
Chinese generals 


withdraw to the third defense area 
mapped out at the start of the 
battle. 


In making their demand, the 


German officers had to overcome 
stubborn resistance. The Chinese 
argued that they had held the 
Japanese back. The Germans re- 
torted that the stand had been 
made at a cost of lives that was 
prohibitive. 


It was estimated that the Chin- 


ese had lost 20,000 killed and 30,- 
000 wounded in four weeks; the 
Japanese 10,000 killed and an un- 
estimated number wounded. 


Confronted with the German de- 


mand, the Chinese general staff 
issued orders for the retreat. They 
had been reluctant to do BO, first 
because they did not want foreign 
nations—or the Japanese—to think 
they had weakened. Second, they 
feared 'the bad 
effect 
on 
the 


morale of their men. 


Chinese military spokesmen es- 


timated that the withdrawal would 
occupy the rest of the week, and 
that during the next five days the 
Chinese would fight atrong rear 
guard actions to cover it. 


Defense Planned 


It was emphasized that the re- 


treat was a strategic one. It was 
the third stage of a defense which 
the German advisers planned on 
the basis of the brief "Shanghai 
war" of 1932 under identical tac- 
tical conditions. The first stage 
was to slow down and harrass the 
landing of Japanese troop rein- 
forcements. The second was to 
dislocate the Japanese lines and 
prevent junction of forces. 


This 
new 
third phase is to 


withdraw just beyond range of 
the Japanese naval 
guns—and 


thus to deprive the Japanese of al- 
most the entire strength of what 
las served them as heavy artillery. 
It is planned to leave the 
giant 


battle fleet of the Japanese useless 
so far as action is concerned. 


It was understood that the new 


Chinese line, fortified and ready 
for weeks with reserve troops in it, 
would run through a line based on 
the villages of Klating and Quln- 
san, west and north of Shanghai. 


On it, the Chinese intend 
to 


stand for the first time in 
their •. 


fullest force. They have fought so 
'•• 


far in dangerous positions from 
which they knew they must with- 
draw 'or be trapped. 


The 
whole 
movement, it was 


learned, was most carefully plan- 
ned by at least 87 German mili- 
tary advisers, including men who 
had ranked high in the old Reich- 
sweher. 
The 
German 
advisers 


have occupied field headquarters 
at Nanziang, 10 miles west of the 
city, though most of them have 
gone out in the field to lead their 
men personally. 


The beginning of the Chinese 


withdrawal after the long stone 
wall defense, seemed a signal for 
a Japanese general attack. Every 
available Japanese plane, field gun 
and naval gun joined in a bom- 
bardment intended to demoralize 
the Chinese and harrass their re- 
treat by disorganizing their lines 
of communication.

evacuted. 


Delta on Fire 


It was not long before great 


stretches of the Yangtze delta 
north of the city were aflame.

boundary. There were 


more fires but amoke obscured 
them and they could not be includ- 
ed in the count.

About 
midnight Thursday she left her 
room at Burbank, near the air- 
port, in wild disorder, with the 
radio blaring. 


It was 3:40 a. m. when she ar- 


rived at the Hollywood Plaza hotel, 
which is the residence of several 
movie stars. She registered under 
the name Patricia Maguire. There 
is a girl by that name at Oak 
Park, 111., known as the "sleeping 
beauty," who has been in a coma 
several years from sleeping sick- 
ness. Whether Miss Gilligan had 
chosen that name at random after 
reading about the Oak Park girl, 
or whether she intended it to be a 
satirical reference to her own plan 
for suicide, was one of the puzzles.
